The Senate agreed to an amendment 
offered by Mr. Spooner, providing that 
Congress should have power to amend 
or repeal the act without impairing any 
contract made under its authority. Mr. 
Hanna offered and the Senate adopted 
three amendments applying directly to 
the acquisition by J. Pierpont Morgan 
and his associates of the Leyiang line 
of British ships. They provide that no 
foreign-built ship shall participate in 
the proposed subsidy; that nothing in 
the act shall be construed to prevent 
American citizens or companies from 
holding or operating foreign ships in 
the ocean-carrying trade, and that no 
foreign-bullt ship of any line thus ac- 
quired by American citizens shall be 
admitted hereafter to American reg- 
istry. 

The title of the bill passed by the 
Senate is “To provide for ocean mail 
service between the United States and 
foreign countries, and for the common 
defense; to promote commerce, and to 
encourage the deep-sea fisheries.” 
Title one of the measure, as passed, 
deals with.ocean-mail steamships and 
thelr subsidies. The Postal Subsidy 
Act of 1891 is so amended as to direct 
the Postmaster-General to enter into 
contracts for not less than five or more

to pay also to a citizen of the United 
States serving as a member of such 
crew $1 per month for the time he is 
necessarily employed.

In the first place, he said, the im- 
pression existed that the bill carried 
something over $60,000,000 for the en- 
suing fiscal year, whereas it carried 
but $24,000,000 of actual appropriations, 
the remaining $36,000,000 being simply 
authorized to be appropriated under 
the contract system. There was also, 
he said, a mistaken idea that the pend- 
ing measure carried larger appropria- 
tions than any previous bill. 

In 1890, he said, the actual appropria- 
tions in th@ bill exceeded $25,000,000. 
For the current year the appropria- 
tions contained in the. Sundry Civil Bill, 
to provide for continuing contracts au- 
thorized in river and. harbor bills, he 
said, were $37,000,000, against $41,000,000 
for the two previous years. 

Mr. Burton said that the appropria- 
tions for river and harbor work, in- 
stead of increasing with other govern- 
mental expenditures, as was popularly 
supposed, were in reality decreasing. 
He also denounced the popular idea 
that unworthy projects for the im- 
provement of bays and creeks absorbed 
a proportion of the appropriations in 
the bill. The appropriations were not 
divided up according to States and lo- 
calities. The great projects in which 
the whole country was interested ab- 
sorbed $60,000,000 of the $60,000,000 car- 
ried and authorized by the bill. 

One of the important new features of 
the bill, he said, was a provision for a 
board of five engineers, familiar with 
all river and harbor work, to pass on 
surveys, examinations and estimates. 

Mr. Bellamy of North Carolina crit- 
icised the bill for what he declared was 
unjust treatment accorded North Car- 
Olina. The States represented on the 
Rivers and Harbors Committee, he said, 
received $47,000,000 of the $60,000,000 car- 
ried by the bill. : 

Mr. Foster of Illinois discussed the 
Boer War, denouncing the majority 
for failing to allow ‘Congress to con- 
sider a resolution expressing the sym- 
pathy of the American people with the 
struggling Boers. He said the admin- 
istration, with the Philippine War on 
its hands, dare not Open its mouth on 
the subject of the South African War.

He is well 
known in Wyoming, where he was 
prominent as a lawyer and active Re- 
publican, and is very popular with Re- 
publican Senators and Representatives 
who are not satisfied with Secretary 
Hitchcock's management of the de- 
partment.

AMENDMENT TO BILL.

The bill, as introduced, provided that 
combinations in furtherance of any 
trade dispute be deemed 
criminal, nor shall 
therein be indictable or otherwise 
punishable for the crime oi conspiracy, 
if such act committed by one person 
would not be punishable as a crime, 
nor shall such agreement, combination 
or contract be considered as in restraint 
of trade or commorce, nor shall any 
restraining order or injunction be is- 
gued with relation thereto.” 

The amendment is inserted in leu of 
the last “nor” In the above quotation, 
and is as follows: “Uniess the pur- 

or effect of such conspiracy shall 
to create intimidation by a show 
of physical force, or the court shall 
find that the combination has for its 
purpose the occasioning of injury to 
the property or business of the’ com- 
plainant, or is likely to result in such 
injury, ner except such be 
proved to the satisfaction of the 
court, or the court find that such is 
likely to be the effect.” 

The amendment was agreed to by a 
party vote in a meeting of the com- 
mittee earlier in the day. Members 
of the committee say generally that 
the probabie effect of the amendment 
would be to leave the present law un- 
changed.

WASHINGTON. March 17.—In the 
United States Supréme Court today 
two opinions were delivered on the 
question as to whether the inheritance 
tax provided under the War Revenue 
Act, can be levied and collected where 
the property is possessed in the 
United States and the testator and 
the beneficiary are domiciled outside 
the mits of this coun Both opin- 
lions were delivered by Justice Brown, 
and in both cases it was held that the 
law did not apply. 

The cases were those of Ferrand 
Bidman, Collector of Internal Revenue, 
vs. Miguel R. Martinez, administra- 
tor of the estate of Salvador Eliade, 
a citizen of Spain, and Frank R. 
More, collector, vs. Max Rucalseck, ex- 
ecutor of the estate of Mrs. Augusta 
Ripley-Pinede, who, though she was 
in New York when she made her will, 
was the wife of a Frenchman. 


BLENDING IS REFINING. 
DECISION FOR WINE MEN.

HAMEFUL AND SHAMELESS 
“JOURNALISTIC” EXPOSURES. 

The spectacle presented by several 
of the newspapers of this city (named 
yesterday's session of 
the City Council recalls nothing so 
forcibly a8 the well-worn anecdote of 
the fleeing robber who ran down the 
street yelling “Stop thief!” hoping 
thereby to turn attention from himself. 

After these newspapers (God save 
the mark!) had criticised the City 
Coupei! for “squandering the city’s 
money,” hed roasted them for “dere- 


Hiction of duty.” had intimated that’ 


they had been influenced by dishonor- 
able considerations, and had even de- 
nounced them as “criminals,” it ap- 
peared yesterday that these pharisa- 
ical sheets deiiberately entered into a 
shameless conspiracy to fleece the 
people of Los Angeles by making the 


cost of the city printing a matter of 


common piunder instead of a business 
proposition. 


The newspapers concerned in the 


Journal, are the Express, the Journal. 
the Record and the Herald. As Wil- 
son has repeatedly stated, they all 
figured in the deal. This explains why 
the Herald was so touchy when the 
matter was firgt broached, and began 
bellowing and throwing stones. It was 
hit on a sore spot and feared that al!

(Mr. Wilson of the Journal told the City 


Council how he put up the job to 
estop competitive bidding for the city 
advertising, both last year and -this 
year, in order that he might get it at 
an exorbitant price, and the Express, 
the Record and the Herald might 
share in the boodie, or “‘the liver,” as 
the Record is pleased to call it, in its 
frank though degrading confession.

W. A. Kelsey, manager of the Express 
last year, $1100 for staying ot of the 
bidding. Mr. Wilson furthermore as- 
serted that the present manager of 
the Express, S. T. Clover, agreed this 
year to go into such a deal, in which 
the Express .was to receive $1000 
“hush money,” but subsequently 
backed out. “It is understood that the 
principal owner of the Express, Edwin 
T. Earl, repudiated the arrangement 
and ordered a retreat and a repudia- 
tion of Clover'’s bad bargain.

OCIALISTIC SWAGGER. 
it will probably be admitted by 
nearly every person of intelligence 
that there is some basis of reasonable- 
ness in the plea of the moderate so- 
cialist for a more equitable distribu- 
tion of the earth's bounties. That 
there are inequalities and wrongs in 
existing systems of government and of 
social adjustment. is a fact too patent 
for denial. The honest seekirfe after 
remedies for existing wrongs and ine- 
qualities, political, social or moral, is 
a legitimate quest, which is to be com- 
mended and encouraged. Rationa! 
discussion is the keynote of reform 
and the watchword of progress. 

In the United States, especially, is 
freedom of discussion to be encour- 
aged. Freedom of speech and of the 
press is one of the great and enduring 
corifer-stones of our 
ness. It is the palladium of our liber- 
ties, and one of the strongest guaran- 
ties of our continuing progress as the 
greatest and the freest nation on 
earth. But freedom of speech is one 
thing. and the abuse Of the privileges 
of free speech is quite another thing. 

Abuses of free speech, and violent 
misconstruction of the meanings of 
liberty furnish the strongest argu- 
ments in behalf of oppression. The 
contentions of the absolutist are 
strengthened by the unrestrained ex- 
cesses and the Irresponsible despotism 
of the commune. 

Such wretched, pitiable, malevolent 
harangues as those which were deliv- 
ered on Sunday evening at Concordia 
Hall, in this city, by N. L. Griest and 
other anarchistic blatherskites of the 
so-called “Socialist Labor party,” serve 
rather to strengthen and confirm the 
conditions of the existing order than 
to‘suggest an exchange of present sys- 
tems of government for some other. 

“If the capitalist class oppose our 
united will, as expressed by the bal- 
lot. we will take them oyt and hang 
them to the nearest tree,’ casually 
observed Mr. Griest. Beautiful theory: 
but how would it work in practice? It 
is a poor rule thet will not work both 
ways. Under present conditions the 
so-called “capitalist class” is far more 
numerous (heaven be praised!) than 
the class represented by Griest. The 


“united will, as expressed by the bal- 


lot” is distinctly and overwhelmingly 
against Griest and those of his ilk, 
and they are cpposing this united will. 
If hanging to the nearest tree is to be 
the fate of the minority, Griest and 
those of his kind are lagging super- 
fluous on the scene. Upon their own 
line of reasoning, their lives are for- 
feit. and they should all have been 
hanged long ago. Fortunately for 
them. the ideas which they promulgate 
have not yet taken deep root in the 
public mind. 

The anarchistic outgivings of Griest 
and his fellows are put forth under 
the name of socialism. Nothing could 
more effectively bring socialism into 
public disrepute, distrust, and con- 


demnation. Such ideas are conspicu- 
ously dangerous disgustingly 
brutal. As a remedy for wrongs, real 


or fancied, they offer only chaos, and 
they would attain the ends they aim 
at by murder, confiscation and other 
crimes. 


The theories of socialism can never | 


make any real progress in the United 
States, so long as socialists continue 
to stand sponsor for the murderous. 
senseless and brutal utterances of an- 
archists, posing as socialists. There 
should be a well-marked distinction 
between socialists and anarchists. But 
when the former fail to repudiate and 
Yenounce the seditious utterances of 
the iatter, it is not to be wondered at 
that anarchista and socialists are

A telegram was sent to the Chief of 
Police of Boonville, Mo., asking for in- 
formation as to Zeller’s family, but no 
answer has been received. 


Justice Austin Holds That the Coun- 
cil’s Gas Ordinance is All Right and 
Sets Cases for Trial. 

Justice Austin dealt a deadly swat 
at the new gas works yesterday by 
overruling the demurrer interposed in 
one of the twenty-five gas cases in the 
Police Court. 

The demurrer attacked the Council's 
new ordinance, which prohibited the es. 
tablishment and erection of a gas 
factory within certain proscribed limits — 
within the city. A number of work- 
men had been arrested while employed 
in erecting the new Lowe gas factory. 
In their defense. it was claimed the 
ordinance was void and unconstitu- 
tional. 

Justice Austin holds that the ordi- 
nance is not prohibitive, but regulative 
in character, and hence is not void. 

His decision is based on the Lacey 
case, tried here some years ago, and 
passed upen by the Supreme Court. 

The twenty-five cases against the 
gas men have been set down for trial 
on the 23d.

BMlebbard today denied the motion of 


the Attorney-General! to dismiss the ap- 

_ plication of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany for an injunction to permanently 
restrain the Railroad Commission from 
enforcing a reduced tariff on crude oil 
between this city, Bakersfield, Kern 
River and Fresno. In the course of his 
Gecision he held squarely that the 
courts have power to review the orders 
of the commission, and his next step 
Will be to take evidence to determine 
whether the rate in dispute is reason- 
abie or not. 

December 2, 1901. the Railroad Com- 
missioners adopted a schedule of ol! 
Fates to prevail in this State between 

mte south of San Francisco. The 
thern Pacific Company asked for an 
injunction preventing the Rallroad 
mission from enforcing the rates, 
on the ground that the rates estab- 
lished by the commission would compe! 
the railroad company to operate at a 
loss. The defendants filed a démurrer 
to the complaint of the railroad com- 
pany, alleging that the raliroad had not 
stated sufficient reasons on which to 
base a cause for action, and alleged 
that the court had no jurisdiction is 
the matter. In his decision Judge Heb- 
bard says: 

“The single question of law is there- 
fore before this court for determina- 
tion: Has the court jurisdiction to in- 
guire into the reasonableness of the 
schedule of rates for the transportation 
of crude petroleum ol! In the State of 
California, as fixed by the Board of 
Ratiroad Commissioners of this State 
on the 24 day of December, 19017? Upon 
the solution of this question depends 
all of the rulings asked for by the 
other party.” 

Continuing, the court said: “I am 
of the opinion that this court has full 
and complete jurisdiction over the per- 
gone to and the subject matter of this 
action, and that the complaint, taken 
as confessed, for the purposes of the 
G@emurrer, presents a good and euffi- 
cient cause for action, and that the 
court is warranted in taking such ev!- 
Gence as may be necessary to deter- 
gine the issues made by the parties in 
their complaint and the answer filled 
thereto.

Clover agaiff testified to the checks 
and check stubs which he saw.

A few minutes later Clover stated 
that he saw four vouchers indorsed by 
Paul Blades. One check was for $500, 
another for $250. a third for $150 and 
the fourth for $100, making $1000 tn all. 
He had been given to understand that 
the checks had something to do with 
the printing contract last year. 

Wilson explained these checks by 
saying that he and Blades often bor- 
rowed from one another. Then he sald: 

“This combination has existed here 
for eight or nine years, in one form 
and another. We never combined on 
any figure that would. give us more 
than 25 per cent. less than the regular 
commercial rate. So long as we kept 
below the rate we were not robbing 
the people. We were only combining 
to maintain rates, just as the orange
